New York—(.<?>>—The most inter- 
e>tmc thing about the next 50 years 
will be—women. 


They have been the most interest- 
ing things in any half century. 


But the big problc.*. won't be ¿o 


m u c h how women will get along. It 
will be how diminishing man can 
get along with them. 


There ¡5 no doubt that this is real- 
ly a woman's century, and by the 
year 2,000 the female brand will oe 
-tamped more clearly than ever up- 
on it. 


The chief task in the 50 years 
ahead from the standpoint of wom- 
en themselves is merely to extend 
their conquest of the male ego. The 
groundwork for this was success- 
fully laid in the years from 1900 to

They have the mind and talent foi 
the job. 


This brings us to the third chief 
avenue of feminine effort—the solv- 
ing of the servant problem. 


Since maids are almost impossible 
to hire and will become more so. the 
only solution will lie in the further 
harnessing of husbands. They have 
taken the place of servants in many 
families, and this trend will go on. 


As families have grown smaller in 
this century husbands have taken 
over more and more household dut- 
ies.

Ration Suggested 
For Brood Sows 


Urbana—A livestock specialist In 
the Illinois College of Agriculture 
today recommended a winter ration 
for self-feeding brxxl sows that has 
three advantages. 


Dick Carlisle, etension livestock 
specialist, recommends a mixture of 
30 pounds of ground corn, 30 pounds 
of ground oats, 30 pounds of alfalfa 
hay or alfalfa meal, 4 pounds of 
tankage or meat scraps, 4 pounds of 
soybean meal, and 3 pounds of min- 
eral mixture. 


By self-feeding this ration, you 
can save a lot of work compared 
with hand-feeding. The mixture Is 
also well-balanced—it contains the 
proteins, minerals, and 
vitamins 
which bred sows need during the 
winter months. In addition, it has 
enough bulk to keep the sows from 
growing too fat when they are self- 
fed. 


Carlisle says the main advantage 
of the ration is the saving in labor. 
And he thinks it's beter 
than 
straight corn and protein supple- 
ment because it has bulk, supplied 
by ground oats. The cost is also 
low—about $2.50 per 100 pounds — 
which is about the same as many 
other commonly used rations.
